Grow Your own Governors. 


A community that does not grow its 
own rulers is a very poor one indeed. 
The Colonial policy of England has al- 
ways regarded the colonies as commun— 
ities, not producing men fit to administer 
Jal the offices of a colony, but particular- 
ly as being unfit for the office of Gover- 
por. Now the Ottawa Cabinet seems 
disposed to follow in the steps of the 
Mother Country to some extent, if we 
jadge from sundry items that have been 
circalated through the Canadian papers 
respecting the governorship of British 
Colambia. For some time past the name 
of the Hon. 8. L. Tilley has been circa- 
lated in the eastern papers as the pos- 
‘sible Governor of thie colony sfter our 
‘admission. No doubt Mr. Tilley would 
niske @ very good Governor. He is a 
gentleman of great political experience, 
and particularly in Cologial life. But we 
confess to being | to the importa- 
tion of goversors, Mr. Tilley to the con- 
trary_notwithstanding. We are in fact 
rather surprised to fiod Mr. Tilley allow-( 
ing his name to be used in connecti 
with the Governorship of this Colony ; 
not because we consider that the office 
—_ of Governor of a province ander the Do- 
minion to be unimportant ; bot because 
he, asa member of the Cabinet, is a 
governor-maker ; and to accept a gov- 
ernorsbip, under, ordinary circumstances, 
would be accepting an’ inferior position. 
It is said, however, that’ Mr. Tilley’s un- 
popularity ia New Branswick, and the 
probable breaking up of the present 
Cabinet, is the reason why a governor- 
ship is likely to be aceeptable to him. 
Now a man who bas rendered such good 
service as he bas in consolidating the 
Dominion, deserves well of bis country. 
We, however, repeat that we are opposed 

to the principles of importing governors 

from the Eastern Provinces. It might not 
be insulting to ‘the public men of this 

Colony for Ottawa to send out a Gover- 

nor ;—bat if one were to be seut here 

ander ordinary circumstances, we would 
_tegard it as an. evidence of their infer- 
jority. The anomalous state of things io 

Nova Scotis made it good policy to make 

a military officer, Gen. Doyle, Governor, 
. temporarily. Recently, the Hon. Mr. 

Kenny, & Nova Scotia merchant, for- 

merly Receiver General, has been Acting 
~ Lieat-Governor, In New “Brunswick, 

Judge Wilmot, a natiyo, is Governor. 

In Quebec, Sir Narcisse Belleau, a 

Lower Canadian, is \Governor. In 

Ontario, Mr. Howland, 8 Toronto mer- 

chant, is Governor. 
. Manitobs, the first exception against this 

uniform rule was made. Mr. Archibald, 

a Nova Scotian, was sent out to Fort 

Garry as Governor. Now, whilst we 

believe that the people of Manitoba are 

fully competent to adjust all sach mat- 
ters ; and if they don’s like the principle 

-of Ottawa sending them, out Governors, 
- they will find-means to send them back ; 

yet we don’t.subscribe to the doctrive of 

passing our public men by to provide a 

post of honor and emolument for one who 

belongs to another province. We con- 
sider the offiee of Governor to be a post 
to which our public men ought to be en- 
| Couraged to aspire. to fill, and not be 
“Made to feel that they are considered 
unfit for the position. In our ju t, 
we might just as well go to New West- 
minster to get a mayor to preside over 
Victoria, as to go to New Brunswick to 
get a Governor for British Colambis. 
In every one of the thirty odd States of 
‘the United States, they elect their own 
governors from among their own people. 
oo one — — of the rege, of 
regon importing a Governor rom. V era 
mont. Neither thoald we sanction the 
principle here of ‘imparting governors 
from the eastern end of the Dominion. 
We have enough public men to make 
vernors for the next twenty years at 


; and 80 we i ge on our 
governors being taken from among the 
tesidents of our Colony.”

Epitor Staxpaap.—There seems to bee 
great difference in opinion as to what is called 
Responsible Government; though jt is very 
evident that parties have made a great mis- 
take in using the term; because it does not 


represent what is meant by it. Hence scarce- 
ly any two persons give it the same explan- 
ation: ove claims it as aright, or advocates 
it as a principle; another opposes it because 
it is unsuitable, inexpedient, or not wanted 
at present,—though ifthe right word had 
been used, all would bave understood- it 
alike. The Politicians have jumbled together 
Self-Government, Responsible Government, 
Elective Government, and Representative 
Government, as if they were all one and the 
same thing; whereas they are three separate 
and distinct systems. Whether it is done be- 
cause they have mever studied the subject so 
as to know what they were talking about, or 
whether it is done to throw dust in the peo- 
ple’s eyes, whilst they are striving atter some 
other object, I cannot say. For there is no 
such a thing asa Responsible Governmect in 
existence; never was, and probably never 
will be; for evén an attempt at it would 
cause an endless system of agitation and con- 
fusion. And now for the proof: What does 
Responsibility mean? It means that a per- 
son must be in a condition to fulfill or make 
good any contract with an. ther, and ip every 
case @ payment of money is mixed up with it. 
If I become bail for anuvther, I have to for- 
feit so much money, ifhe fails to comply 
with the law. If1 go security on a note or 
debt of anather, I bave to pay it, if he don’t. 
Hf I insure my lite or prep rty, if either is lost 
or destroyed the Insurance Uo. have to pay 
s@ much money. Now amply by this rule to 
Government and see how it will work. We 
eleet members to Parliament, to Congress, to 
the Legislature,"or to the City Council,—and 
when they are sworn is, they can, and do 
vote for ur against any measure just an they 
choose,and we canvot biuder them. Even the 
Gevernor cannot remove any one forit. It is 
true we can scold them in the newspapers, or 
we can denounce them ata public meeting; 
but there our power ends. @ can ask them 
to resign ; but they can please themselves.
